Notasuiga 
was not as fortunate when the start came and left 
the post slowly. When settled in her stride, how- 
ever. she closed on the leaders with a rush. Nicol 
did not persevere with E. M. Fry when he realized 
that bo could not l>e as good as second. The pace 
throughout was very fast, the first quarter being 
run in :23, the three furlongs in ;:>5, and the three 
ami one half furlongs in :41J. 

Southern Cross, generally rated as the fastest 
llinrse racing at the Fair Grounds last, winter, made 
ibis first appearance of this season in the third race, 
si five furlongs sprint, lie still retains that wonder- 
ful tliglit of speed. Going to the front directly 
after the start and leading throughout he won in 
a drive from Columbia Girl. Southern Cross is 
lining poin.t od for some of <he earlier stakes at 
Henning and Aqueduct and should lie a dangerous 
factor in these fixtures.

TO LEGALIZE RACING IN DELAWARE. 

Bill Is Similar to Percy-Gray Law — New 
Track to Be Near Philadelphia. 

Dover. Del., March 6. — A bill legalizing horse 
racing in Delaware under the strict jurisdiction of 
the Jockey Club of New York, was introduced in 
the House of Representatives of tlie Legislature 
today by Representative Bennum of Sussex County. 

The measure is almost an exact duplicate of the 
Percy-Gray law of New York, having I icon drawn 
literally from it. Tlie only difference is, instead 
of imposing 5 per cent, on tlie gross reu»ipts for 
tlie encouragement of agriculture, as is done in 
New York, tlie Delaware Dill stipulates that an 
annual tax of $50,i)00 shall lie paid by each racing 
association to the slate for tlie construction of good 
roads. It is announced authoritatively that tlie 
movement has tlie sanction and supfiort of the 
Jockey Club. Tlie proposed racing commission will 
effectually check illegal meetings. Rail's can Ik* 
run in Delaware only from April 1 to December 1. 

The project is wholly a Delaware one and has the 
support of tlie most prominent horsemen of the 
state. It Is proposed to establish a race course, 
not less than one mile and an eighth in length, 
with a modern steeplechase field and appropriate 
buildings, between Wilmington and Philadelphia. 
By this means tlie enterprise will he supported by 
Philadelphia, the course being only eighteen miles 
from that city, along the Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more A Ohio railroads-.

Whirl- 
wind, his dam, is a half-sister to Ramiro II., the 
winner of twenty races in five seasons, a good 
sprinter. 

Allegory is an April foal, lie is a half-brother 
to tlie good mare Sweetie. Allegra, his dam, is a 
full sister to Partridge, the dam of Canteen and 
The Quail, and likewise to Nainna, the dam of 
Adbell and Belmere.

JOCKEY KOERNER’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Prince Maqnet Runs Away with Him and 
Bolts Amonq the Harrows. 

Oakland, Cal., March C.— The augmented attend- 
ant at tlie Oakland race course today was largely 
due to improved weather and track conditions. 
The card, barring tlie reappearance of J. 0. Keene’s 
Raconteur in the introductory sprint, was featnreless 
and uninteresting. Raconteur qualified brilliantly 
for Saturday’s ldg juvenile fixture, the Undine 
Stakes, at a half-mile, in which he meets the un- 
iK*aten Firestone. This pair are voted real cracks 
by tlie local experts. 

The suddenly improved Vinton soared easily in the 
second. Jockey Koerner, who had the mount on 
Prince Magnet in the fourth, narrowly escaped seri- 
ous injury in the runaway of two miles that fol- 
lowed the finish of the race. Tlie crazy animal ran 
two miles tlie reverse way of the track, his side 
scraping tin* outside fence at nearly every stride. 
Ixoerner’s position was perilous in the extreme and 
when the horse finally darted into the chute, where 
the harrows are stored, he had no alternative but 
drop off or Ik* killed ami lie chose the former. The 
jockey had a hard fall and rolled over and over 
again, lying quite still for several moments. He 
finally recovered and rode in tlie next race at two 
miles in which, however, he showed extreme weak- 
ness and inability to do Huston justice. 

I*. Williams has been released by S. C. Hildreth, 
who lias secured second call on Koerner. 

Julius Fleisehinann was a visitor at Oakland to- 
day. Keene Brothers will race the pick of their 
stable on metropolitan tracks during the coining 
summer.

LEXINGTON MEETING UNCERTAIN. 

Lexington, Ivy., March 6. — The racing stables of 
W. H. Laudeman, T. G. McDowell and H. M. 
Ziegler will lie shipped from here to New York 
tie tween March 20 and April 1. There are now 378 
horses in training at tlie Kentucky Association 
course. Little work lias lieen done this week. The 
track is muddy. It is by no means a certainty that 
a meeting will lie held hare this spring. There ap- 
pears in lie no concerted local endeavor in that 
direction. The breeders, on a proposition of putting 
up money, are as tight as ever. If the meeting is 
held it will Ik* under outside management and back- 
ing. The lease of the American Turf Association 
on the grounds expires April 1 and it has been 
stated that the trustees of the estate of the late 
Captain Brown are not disposed to renew it. They 
want to sell the property. Tlie Blue Grass Fair 
Association lias an option on it for $70,000. This 
organization is trying to raise the purchase price 
by popular subscription. Little progress has been 
made. 

Hot Springs. Ark., March 0. — Matt J. Winn, when 
asked regarding the Lexington meeting, said: “The 
matter may lie decided tomorrow or next day. Our 
lease on tlie track expires April 1. The Blue Grass 
Fair Association is trying to buy the plant. In 
tlie event tlie fair association gets the property, 
1 have been asked to manage the meeting. If J. B. 
Haggin gets the track I do not know what dis- 
position he will make of it. If the track is not 
sold 1 may lease it again and hold a spring meet- 
ing.” 

BURNS BOYS GO BACK TO DALY. 



New York, March 6. — The Burns boys, Guy and 
Willie, have returned from Canada, and the con- 
tention for their services between W. G. Daly and 
It. Boyle will be settled out of court. Boyle has 
decided that his claim will not stand the test. When 
tlie elder Burns succeeded in getting the boys away 
from Daly last fall through the courts his plea was 
that lie desired them taken away from the influence 
of the racetrack. This highly moral plea brought 
the desired results, but, according to report, he at 
once began to look around to place them to the 
best advantage to himself. 

Boyle sent an agent to Chatham, Ont., the home 
of the Burns family, and got the father’s signature 
to a contract, but Mrs. Burns would not sign it. 
She claimed that the father had not contributed 
one penny toward the support of tlie boys after they 
left Daly. She had him summoned to court, 
but he did not appear and the court made her the 
guardian of the two boys. This was February 2S, 
and she at once made arrangements to return the 
boys to Daly. 

The youngsters were well pleased to get back 
and will begin work at once. They are both sure 
to lie heard from the coining season. Guy had 185 
mounts last year and rode four winners, the first 
at Sheepsbead Bay June 28. Gonsequently he will 
be entitled to the apprentice allowance until that 
date of this year. Daly would not allow Willie, the 
younger, to take mounts, although a numtier of 
good judges who had seen him during the exercise 
horn's expressed the opinion that he was tlie lietter 
of the pair. But it was not until November 18 that 
Willie was permitted to accept a mount at Banning. 
He justified the tislief in him by winning his first 
race, and is almost sure to become a crack rider. 
But Daly can claim the apprentice allowance for 
him virtually all season, which might not have been 
the case had the boy been allowed to ride earlier. 
The boys will ride at Beuuing, 



JUDGE STOPS CONSTABLES. 



RESTRAINING ORDER AFFORDS BET- 
TING AT OAKLAWN. 

May Not Hold Good for Lonq — Prosecuting 
Attorney Causes Arrest of Celia and 
Others — The Racing. 



Hot Springs, Ark., March 6. — Tlie petition of tlie 
Ouklawn Jockey Club for an order of restraint 
against Constable John Smith and Ids deputies was 
granted by County Judge O. H. Sumpter Onlay anil 
there was no interruption of the betting at the race- 
course this afternoon. The bookmakers occupied 
stools in the Detting ring and displayed their prices 
on hand boards. Constable Smith was in the betting 
ring when served with tlie court’s order. Ho 
promptly retired, and there was a shout from the 
crowd of about 1,000 present for the racing. The 
restraining order reads as follows: 

“Order for injunction, state of Arkansas to John 
L. Smith; As constable of Hot Springs township, 
county of Garland, state of Arkansas, as w'cll as 
individual, your agents, servants and deputies, are 
restrained and enjoined from entering the inclosiira 
or grounds of tlie Oaklawn racing plant of the plain- 
tiff except for the purpose of serving due or legal 
process and in reasonable time, therefore, in tlie 
search of service; that you are restrained and 
enjoined likewise from interfering with tlie business 
of the plaintiff or its patrons and from threatening 
to break up the races at said plant or arresting |K*r- 
sons who may merely he spectators of said races, 
and against whom there are no charges of betting, 
and from annoying any person or persons who are 
not betting on Die said races, until further order 
of the Garland Chancery Court or the Chancellor 
thereof.” 

It was believed by tlie horsemen and the regulars 
that tliis order means that tlie meeting will continue 
without interruption, and they were accordingly in 
high spirits. Tonight, however, they arc again in a 
state of uncertainty. Prosecuting Attorney Mans 
declares that tlie order will be dissolved by Chan- 
cellor Curl. The prosecutor says he will insist on a 
strict enforcement of the law and it appears that 
he means it. This morning he caused (lie arrest of 
L. A. Celia, Leo Mayer, John Wolf, Barney Wolf 
and others on warrants charging violation of the 
Amis law and says that other arrests are forthcom- 
ing. The restraining order is addressed to Constable 
Smith and his deputies. It docs not stop the Cit- 
iz» ns’ Improvement Union. 

The racing today seemed to be more enjoyable 
than was that of yesterday, though the feature race, 
the handicap at a mile and seventy yards, resulted 
in a form somersault on tlie part of Wing Ting, 
which had been beaten in her previous race when 
ridden by D. Austin. She had tlie diminutive J. 
Butler as her pilot today and forced a steady, fast 
pate from the start, racing Flip, the early contender, 
into defeat and had enough in reserve to stall off 
a determined challenge from Tern’s Rod in the final 
drive. High Bear lauded in third place. 

Jockey Moreland won with Lord Dixon and Cursus. 
Botli were little thought of. In the race won by 
Lord Dixon Request was given much consideration, 
but i k H> r racing luck caused her defeat. Her rider 
lodged a claim of foul against I’rotcus, which had 
finished second, and the judges allowed it. By the 
ruling Request got second and Kiltie Platt was 
moved into third place. Belltoone was the only 
easy winner of the afternoon. She spreadeagled 
the otliers and won as her rider pleased. 

Rustle annexed another purse for L. A. Celia. She 
won the opening race rather handily after over- 
coming a lot of interference. The second race 
resulted in a close finish between Sweet Kitty and 
Theodocia, tlie former was given the decision. 

The Hayman-Garson contingent will depart foe 
Benning next Saturday. In addition to shipping the 
entire lot of horses that they have lieen racing here, 
they will take with them jockey Englander. This 
rider has at times shown ability, but on the whole 
has much to learn before becoming a finished rider. 
Jockey G. Swain was again suspended for disobedi- 
ence at the post. This time he was given a week 
by the starter.
